IN AMBRACIA GULF, 


The Grecian War Vesscls Have 
Again Silenced the Turks. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 

ATHENS, April 18.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] A telegram just received from 
Actium states that the Greek flotilla 
in the Gulf of Ambracia is now (4 p,m.) 
successfully bombarding the Skafidaki 
battery. Four gunboats are attacking 
Salagora. The firing opened at long 
range about 2:30 p.m. The first shot 
was sent to the Greek warship Basileus 
Georgios, the cruiser Nauarchos Miaulis 
taking up the fire. The Hamidieh and: 
Pantokatoros ‘batteries returned the 
fire, but their practice is not good. 

At 3:25 o’clock a shell from- the 
Miaulis fell fairly in the Hamidieh bat- 
tery. 

8 p.m.—A dispatch just received here 
says that the Skafidaki batteries, 
which were attacked by Greek war- 
ships shortly before 3 o’clock this after- 
noon, have been completely destroyed.

PREVESA BOMBARDED. 


Turkish Batteries Provoke it by 
Firing on a Greck Steamer. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

ATHENS, April 18—11 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable. Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1897.) The Turkish batteries at 
Prevesa, on the northern shore of the 
entrance of the Gulf of Arta, where, 
according to the treaty of Berlin, the 
Turks had no right to erect fortifica- 
tions, fired on and sank a Greek 
steamer, the Macedonia, this morning, 
while she was attempting to leave the 
Gulf of Ambracia. The crew of the 
steamer was saved by boats from the 
shore, but the captain of the Macedo- 
nia was severely wounded. 

Upon receipt of this news, the Greek 
government sent orders to the Greek 
fleet in the Gulf of Ambracia to bom- 
bard Prevesa. Consequently the bom- 
bardment of Prevesa commenced at 6 
o’clock this morning, and continues as 
this dispatch is sent. Prevesa, which is 
in Epirus and eighteen miles from ‘Arta, 
is strongly fortified.

Hot Fire Upon Actium—The 
donia Not Sunk. 

} [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ATHENS, April 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Greek commander at Ac- 
tium,; opposite Prevesa, telegraphs that 
the Greek steamer Macedonia, which 
was fired upon this morning by the 
Turkish batteries while leaving the Gulf 
of» Ambracia, did not sink in deep 
water, but was able to run ashore near 
the entrance of the gulf. 

It appears that the bombardment of 
Prevesa only began at 11:30 o’clock, 
whereas the Turkish forces’ there 
opened a hot fire upon Actium at 5:30 
o'clock. A column was formed at the 
telegraph station, but the building was 
converted into a fort, and was gar- 
risoned by 500 men. The Turkish fire 
completely destroyed it, several of the 
gatrison being killed and wounded, al- 
though the Turkish aim was often 
wide. The Greek commander re- 
quested instructions by telegraph, and 
the Minister of War ordered him to 
bombard Prevesa immediately. 

At 10 o’clock the Shafidaki fort fired 
a few shots ofi a Greek gunboat, which 
responded, effectually silencing the 
Turkish battery. 

At 11 o’clock thé Greeks began to 
attack the Turkish forts outside the 
entrance of the gulf, partly to divert 
the enemy’s attention, and partly in 
order to prevent the massacre of the 
Greeks at Prevesa. The Greek iron- 
clad’ Spelzai has arrived to assist in 
bombarding Prevesa, and the gunboats 
continue to bombard from inside the 
gulf. 

According to the latest telegrams 
from Actium, 2000 Greeks have crossed 
the Gulf of Arta from Vonitza to Sala-

‘Fierce Battle Rages All Night— 
Hafiz Pasha Slain.

FOOT OF MILOUNA PASS, April 18. 
~—10 a.m.—[By Atlantic Cable.] A fierce 
battle raged in the pass all night long. 
The Greeks who entered and descended 
toward the valley encountered four 
battalions of Turkish troops who drove 
them back, and, at the point of the 
bayonet, rescued the force garrisoning 
the Turkish blockhouses, which the 
Greeks had encircled before entering 
the pass. 

Neshad Pasha, cuenta the fifth 
division, occupied Mt. Harnia with a 
great force, while Hairi Pasha, com- 
manding the sixth division, prepared to 
enter the Tschaisahn Pass, and Haidar 
Pasha with the fourth division occu- 
pied the Milouna Pass. 

Before dawn Edhem_ Pasha rode out 
to direct the disposition of the divis- 
jons. A general engagement ensued. 
The battle still continues along the en- 
tire pass, over twenty thousand men 
being engaged. The combat turned on 
the possession of the Greek blockhouse, 
which was most obstinately defended. 
Several vigorous attacks were made by 
the Turks without success, but finally, 
about 9 o’clock, by a magnificent dash 
they took the blockhouse at the point 
of the bayonet.’ 

The Greeks are still defending their 
positions on the summit of the hill. At 
the present moment four battalions of 
Mendukh Pasha’s division are advanc- 
ing to the frontier positions already 
taken. 

The Turks are fighting like demons, 
the Turkish artillery doing splendid 
execution under the command of Riza 
Pasha. The correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press says: “I regret to have 
to announce the death of Hafiz Pasha 
at Milouna. The battle is_ still unde- 
cided, but the Turks, without calling up 
the reserves, have taken almost the 
whole pass. It is impossible to give de- 
tails as to losses. I saw many groups 
of wounded men, but they were mostly 
on the heights. Ambulances have been 
sent to bring them in. I cannot say 
whether the Turks intend to advance on 
Larissa.” 


SEVERE ENGAGEMENT. . 


Visit to the Wounded—Turkish Bat- 
teries Splendidly Manned,

THE STATE OF MAINE LOSES AN 
ABLE REPRESENTATIVE. 

He Had Been Suffering from a ‘Se- 
rious Affection of the Bronchial 
Complications—First Break in 

the Delegation.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Seth L. 
Milliken, representing in the House of 
Representatives the Third Congress 
District of Maine, died tonight at 9:30 
o’clock. For some time Mr. Milliken 
had suffered from a serious affection 
of the bronchial tubes, which refused 
to yield to treatment. Within a week 
more alarming symptoms appeared, 
pneumonia setting in and kidney and 
liver complications manifesting them- 
Selves. He did not take to his bed, 
however, until last week, and with the 
exception of a few intervals when he 
seemed to rally for a short time, he 
continued to grow worse. 

During the last few days his breath- 
ing was heavy and for most of the 
time he was unconscious. Today he 
failed rapidly and his physicians aban- 
doned hope. Death finally came at 
9:30. o’clock. When the end came, 
Mrs. Milliken, who had been summoned 
hastily from her home in Maine, and 
his son, who reached the city last night 
from West Point; his brothers, Frank 
and Byron, who are residents of this 
city, and several intimate friends were 
at the bedside... Mr. Milliken also had 
a daughter in California. His remains 
will be taken to Maine for interment. 

The death of Mr. Milliken marks the 
first break in the Maine delegation that: 
has occurred:for a long time, and re- 
moves a striking figure from the House, 
During the recent Republican Con- 
gresses Mr. Milliken has been the 
chairman of the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, and his work 
on that committee brought him in con- 
tact with persons from many of the 
important cities of the country. He 
was tall of stature, spare in build, 
with hair that had been whitened for 
some years.

LOUISIANA FLOODS. 


THAT AT BIGGS COVERING T! 
LOWLANDS. 


Water Rises Seven Feet in the 
Bayou at Tallulah and is Still 
Ascending. 


GREAT NEED OF RELIEF. 


DUCKPORT AND MILLIKEN’S BEND 
LEVEES CAVING. 


Villages of Trinidad and Ashewood 
Flooded—Embankments in Con- 
cordia Weaker—Town of Vi- 
dalia in Critical Condition, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS “ 

VICKSBURG (Miss.,) April 18.—At 6 
o’clock this evening the river was 51.8 
feet, a fall of three-tenths of a foot in 
the past twenty-four hours, and a total 
of six-tenths since the crevasse at Biggs 
levee. The situation in Madison parish 
La., is growing hourly worse. The flood 
of water going through the Biggs break 
in the leyee is fast covering the low- 
lands, and is flooding Bay Vidal and 
the greater part of the land in the 
southern portion of the parish, | 

The water has reached Tallulah, some 
eighteen miles west of Delta. The 
water has risen seven feet in the bayou 
at Tallulah, and was rising a foot an 
hour at noon'today. Delta is about de- 
populated, only enough persons remain- 
ing to look after the houses. Many of 
them have two or three feet of water 
in them. The backwater is fast cover- 
ing the lands back of Delta, and much 
land is already covered. 

At Omega the floods are coming fast. 
The relief boats are running to Davis 
Island, and Kellogg’s section. Planters 
in Ential and the northern part of Mad- 
ison are placing their stock in reach of 
boats on the river front or at stations 
on the line of the Vicksburg and 
Shreveport. Railroad, so that they can 
be moved in the event of another break 
in the upper portion of the parish, 
which is now severely threatened. 

The Milliken’s Bend and Duckport 
levees are both caving. Reports from 
Madison parish state that the water 
began rising in Brusby Bayou at Tal- 


‘lulah at 7 o’clock this morning, and up 


to 2 p.m. it had risen seven to eight 
feet. About three miles below Tallulah 
the water is getting over the levees, 
and is overflowing everything two miles 
below. It will not be upon the higher 
lands until tomorrow, as there are sev- 
eral feet of bank left in the bayou. % 

Richland, La., was heard from today, 
and reports the water going over every- 
thing, overflowing the Kings and Kels 
places, also the villages of Trinidad and 
Ashewood, eight miles below Richland. 
The telegraph line is down some dis- 
tance below Richland, and communica- 
tion was shut off from there up to noon 
today. Itis now estimated that not less 
than 8000 persons will want relief in this 
county for the next thirty days at 
least. Lieut. Crowley of the United 
States army. reported here from Wash- 
ington by the noon train, having been 
detailed to duty here to purchase and 
distribute relief. He has gone actively 
to work, and will purchase meal, meat 
and molasses for distribution through 
the gentlemen named by the Governor. 

John M. Colton, one of the leading 
planters of Issaqueena county, is. in 
the city and makes the following state- 


-ment: “I have just returned from Issa- 


queena county. The present indication 
is that the overflowing will break all 
former records as to duration and de- 
struction of property in the line of 
plantation improvements and lives of 
cattle, leaving little prospect of plant- 
ing a crop in 1897.” 


LEVEES WEAKENING. 


Cowpen and Vidalia Are in a Criti- 
cal Condition,

POPS WANT TO KNOW. - 
| 


The National Reform Press Associa- 
tion, Waging War on Marion 
Butler—Call for a National Con- 
vention—Avotdance of Fusion a 
Necessity, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

GIRARD (Kan.,) April 18.—A com- 
mittee of the National Reform Press 
Association met here in accordance 
with a resolution adopted at the recent 
convention at Memphis, and has de- 
cided to wage war on Marion Butler, as 
chairman of the Populist National 


Committee, and also to attempt a re-. 


organization of the Populist party 

In accordance with this decision, the 
committee issued a call for a national 
convention to be held at Nashville, 
Tenn., on July 4, next, the representa- 
tion to be one delegate for every 250 
“middle-of-the-road”’ votes cast at the 
recent Presidential election. This call 
for a national convention bears the 
signatures of Milton Park, W: S. Mor- 
gan, James H. Ferris, Abe Steinberger, 
W. F. D. Mays, Joe Parker, James S. 
Coxey and Frank Burkett, all of whom 
participated in the conference here. ° 

The preamble and resolutions before 
the call recite an amendment at the 
recent meeting at Memphis of the ‘‘mid- 
dle-of-the-road’’ wing of the Reform 
Press Association, calling upon Na- 
tional Chairman Butler to bring to- 
gether the Populist National Commit- 
tee at a date not later than May 1 for 
the purpose of considering the advis- 
ability of calling a national delegate 
conference of the People’s party not 
later than July 4 next. 

It is recited further that the com- 
mittee appointed at Memphis, after 
communicating with! Chairman Butler, 
failed-to secure from him an affirmative 
response. Thereuponthe committee ad- 
dressed a letter of inquiry to the in- 
dividual members of the National Pop- 
ulist Committee, requesting their opin- 
ion as to the advisability of calling such 
‘a conference. A majority of those re- 
sponding, about fifty in all, it is stated, 
answered in the affirmative and the 
meeting held here resulted. 

Upon assembling here, they state, 
they again called upon Chairman But- 
ler to call a national convention, and 


‘this time received from him a positive 


refusal. Thereupon the committee felt 
in duty bound to issue<its call for a 
convention at Nashville. 

The call states that. recognizing the 
existence of honest differences among 


members of the Populist party, it is 
necessary that a national conference 
should be held, “with a view of retak- 
ing .our political bearings, and deter- 
mining: with certainty ‘where we are 
at.’”’’ The call reviews some of the re- 
cent differences between the two wings 
of the party, but asserts that these 
differences are not so wide but that the 
party may again be brought together 
in harmony, as, it is asserted, the great 
majority of the Populists still believe 
| in the declarations of the Omaha and 
St. Louis platforms. The necessity of 
avoiding fusion with one of the old 
parties in one section of the country 
and With the other old party in another 
section is urged at considerable length, 
and it is also stated that fusion on 
those lines is “too absurd to admit of 
argument.” The future usefulness and 
the very life of the party, they de- 
clared, depend upon the coming to- 
gether of the rank and file of the party 
in a spirit of patriotic fraternity for 
a. formation of a definite plan of ac- 
on. 

: The various State and county com- 
mittees of the People’s party are urged 
to see that the Populist voters of their 
respective districts are given a just and 
proper representation in the conven- 
tion.

FOREIGN ENVOYS NOTIFIED.

Atlantic Cable.] Tewfik Pasha, the 
Turkish Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
visited the foreign envoys yesterday 
and informed them that the Turkish 
frontier had been crossed on Friday 
night by fresh bands of Greeks, among 

whom were a few ‘regulars. 
It was this news which led to the 
calling of a council of ministers and 
precipitated the decision to announce 
that war had broken out between 
Greece and Turkey. The Greek Minis- 
ter here, Prince Mavrocordato was at 
the same time notified of the rupture 
of diplomatic relations between Tur- 
key and Grecee. His passports will be 
handed to him and he will leave Con- 
stantinople. 
At the same time the archives of 
the Greek Legation will be removed. 
In addition all the Greek merchants in 
Turkey were informed that they were 
given a fortnight’s notice to leave the 
Ottoman Empire. 


THE BATTLE AT KARYA, 


A Stubborn Fight in Which the 
Turks Suffered Great Loss, 
. [BX ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
HEADQUARTERS OF THE TURK- 


ISH ARMY IN MACEDONIA, ELAS- 
SONA, April 17.—10 p.m.—[By Atlan- 
tic Cable. Associated Press Copyright, 
1897. Delayed in Transmission.] The 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
' has at this hour just returned from 
Karya near Tyranvos, three _ hours’ 
ride from here. A fierce battle between 
the Turks and Greeks is now raging 
at Kayra. The fighting has been in 
progress all day. 

The correspondent left the Turkish 
headquarters here on horseback this 
morning and arrived at Karya three 
hours later. The battle was then pro- 
ceeding and the correspondent was en- 
abled to witness the fighting’ from a 
point near the tent of Hamdi Pasha, 
who is in command, of the Sixth Army 
Corps, the Turkish force there engaged. 
Hamdi Pasha, surrounded by his staff, 
was watching the movements of the 
opposition forces. The combatants were 
posted on the faces of two hills over- 
looking a small valley, a distance of 
about a mile. 

It appeared that the Greek force, 
which was evidently composed of reg- 
ular troops of Greece, crossed the 
frontier at 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and advanced upon the valley re- 
ferred to at an early hour this morn- 
ing. The Greeks later were engaged by 
four battalions of ‘Turkish infantry, 
and, after some sharp fighting, re 
driven back toward the frontier. The 
Greek force, however, then took up a 
position on the crest of several hills 
and the combat was resumed at 10 
o’clock. Among the invaders are con- 
siderable numbers of Sicilian volun-" 
teers. 

At intervals of about two hours, the 
Greeks renewed their attack upon the 
Turkish position. The Turks remained 
calm and stood on the defensive, al- 
though suffering considerable loss. 
The number of killed and wounded 
among the Turks could not be ascer- 
tained at that time, but the corres- 
- pondent saw forty-eight wounded Turks 
being brought to the rear, with the 
bodies of five Turkish officers. Only 
the wounded Turks and the bodies of 
thé officers were being brought from 
the front to the field hospitals, hence 


the number of men_killed -could not 


be learned. The dead were left where 
they fell. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon when 
the correspondent left Karya, n.ore 
Turkish wounded were being carried 
into camp. The Greeks appeared to be 
contenting themselves with occupying 
the position which they had taken 
upon the crests of the hills and main- 
‘taining a heavy fire from it without ad- 
vancing, but at the same time prevent- 
ing the Turkish troops from crossing 
the frontier. The Turks returned the 
fire of the Greeks with persistent 
spirit. . 

While the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press was at Karya, Hamdi 
Pasha, the Turkish commander, re- 
ceived a dispatch from Edhem Pasha, 
the Turkish commander-in-chief, say- 
ing that a general advance of- the 
Turkish forces had been ordered for 
tomorrow, war between Greece and 
Turkey having been declared. This 
news was received by the Turks with 
enthusiastie shouts, meaning “Long 
live war.” | 

At the same time that Hamdi Pasha 
received the news of the declaration of 
war, he received news of a fresh at- 
tack by a Greek force in the direction. 
of Eleuthochori to the north and left 
of Zarkos. During the correspondent’s 
return journey here, he heard further 
firing, both infantry and artillery. This 
was after nightfall, though a _ full 
moon was shining. 

Edhem Pasha at this hour is holding 
-@ council of war, and it is expected 
that a great battle will be fought to- 
*morrow,. The Turkish troops are eager 
for a general engagement. The weather 
continues very cool. 

. WAR BROKEN OUT. 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE TURK- 
ISH ARMY IN MACEDONIA, ELAS- 
SONA, April 17—9 p.m. (Delayed in 
transmission.)}—War between Greece 
and Turkey has broken out. Skir- 
mishes are taking place all along the 
frontier. 

VIGLIA OCCUPIED. 

ATHENS, April 18.—A telegram from 
Trikhala, sent at 8 o’clock this even- 
ing, says that the Greek brigade de- 
fending Revein has advanced into Da- 
mazi Plain and occupied Vigha, which 


commands the plain, after capturing 
the Turkish battery there. It is re- 


ported that several bands have entered 
Macedonia.' 

There is no official news yet as to 
the reported capture of Menexa. 


THE GREEK ADVANCE. 


Fifty Thousand Troops Engaged 
Saturday in the Karya District, 
[BY ASSOCIATED VIESS WIRE. 


Cable.] The Greeks from all their posi- 
tions in the Karya district began the 
advance toward the frontier at 7 
o’clock on Friday evening. Fighting 
lasted all that night ard extended on 
Saturday to within ten miles of the fron- 
tier. It is estimated that 15,000 Greeks 
were engaged. The battle continued 
with great vigor thfoughout Friday and 
Saturday, when altogether 50,000 were 
engaged. 

On Sunday morning the fire was con- 
centrated toward the southeast of Mi- 
louna. About noon Sunday the Greeks 
began to give way after the hottest 
fighting of the engagement. The Turks 
advanced only a little beyond the fron- 
tier into Greek territory. Considering 
the rapidity of the firing and the great 
expenditure of ammunition, the num- 
ber killed is comparatively small, prob- 


| ably under 200. 


Altogether, the behavior of the Turk- 
ish troops was better than that of the 
Greeks. Their officers remained cool 
and collected. The firing still continues, 
but it is expected to cease at nightfall, 
as the troops have been engaged for 
thirty hours without food or sleep. 


THE DIPLOMATIC END. 


Official Communication to the Press 
from the Porte. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 18.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.}] An official communi- 
cation to the newspapers states that the 
imperial government has spared no 
pains to preserve the peace, but that 
Greece, having sent troops to Crete in 
defiance of the wish of the powers, and 
| having begun hostilities on the fron- 
tier, has compelled Turkey to defend 
her integrity and to retaliate by an act 
of war. The Minister of War has given 
explicit orders to Edhem Pasha, in ac- 
cordance with an imperial decree, ap- 
proving the decision of the council and 
adopting the plan of operations formu- 
lated by the military commission. The 
irade throws the entire responsibility 
for war upon Greece. 

Edhem Pasha is authorized to take 
immediate,action, defensive or offen- 
Sive, in accord with this plan and exer- 
cise his best judgment. 

UNDER AMERICAN PROTECTION. 

LONDON, April 18.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Constantinople says the 
Greek subjects there will probably re- 
main under the protection of Mr. Ter- 
rell, the American Minister. It is be- 
lieved the hostilities will break the 
deadlock and lead to an arrangement 
between Greece and Turkey. = 

LEAVING UNDER ESCORT. 

LONDON, April 18—A Times dis- 
patch from Elassona says that the 
Greek Consul is leaving the town this 
(Sunday) evening under escort. There 
is no news as yet from Metzosovo, but 
from Sarkos to Kalaterina all the 
troops are engaged except the reserves. 
Hafiz Pasha, who was killed at Mou- 
lina, served in the Crimean war and 
the war of 1877. 

WANTS THEM STOPPED. 

PARIS, April 18—The Temps calls

A TURKISH FEINT., 


The Move on Nezeros Means an. At- 
é tack on Larissa,

LONDON, April 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Elassona correspondent of 
the Times says: 

“The position of affairs seems to be 
that ‘the Turkish move on Nezeros is 
a feint to draw attention from Milouna 
Where, it is evident Edhem Pasha in- 
tends to advance in force on Larissa.

“The results of even yesterday’s 
fighting are indecisive. Accounts of it 
are biased, according as they 
come from Greek or Turkish 
sources.

The German general 
sent by Emperor William to inspect 
the armies on the frontier has re- 
turned from Elassona. He reports fav- 
orably as to the Turkish army, except 
in the matter of transport service.

THE NEWS AT LONDON. 


Turkey Will Not be Allowed to 
Make Conquests. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, April 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The news of the outbreak of hos- 
tilities on the Greek frontier has caused 
but little sensation here. "The Parlia- 
mentary officials and the Turkish Em- 
bassy have received no information be- 
yond the fact that war has been de- 
clared. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press understands that Turkey has no 
idea of territorial conquest, because 
she is aware that the powers would not 
sanction an advance to Athens. The 
idea is that she will first attempt to 
capture Larissa and then march on 
Phanari and Trichala. If these are cap- 
tured, Turkey would be in a position to 
compel Greece to comply with the de- 
mand of the powers. 

The Turkish fleet is still in the Dar- 
danelles, where it is likely to remain as 
long as the Greeks continue active. It 
is reported that the powers, so far from 
blockading Greek ports, will allow Col. 


Vassos and his army to return to] 


Greece if he decides to do so. In any 
case the Greek fleet may be able to 
harass Turkey in a few ports besides 
taking a supply of provisions arid am- 
munition to the Greeks. 
DOMINANT QUESTIONS. 
LONDON, April 18.—The latest ad- 
vices from Arta show that the rains 
have been followed by three days of 


fine weather and the Arakphos, which ¥ 


alone separates the progress of the ar- 
mies, is rapidly shrinking. The hill 
roads are improving in condition. It 
is at this point that the severest and 
deadliest fighting may be expected. 
Another question of dominant inftu- 
ence is whether the Greeks car en- 
gineer an uprising in Macedonia. Rus- 
sia and Germany are meanwhile con- 
tent to see Greece and Turkey crinzle 
each other for many years to come, so 
long as the other Balkan tates are 
kept quiet. 


TALK AT WASHINGTON. 


Sherman, 
Mustapha Bey and Thielmann, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS W3RE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The ‘grave 
situation in the East was the topic of 


discussion in diplomatic and official | 


circles here today. In diplomatic cir- 
cles, particularly where the possibili- 
ties of. a general conflict in Europe are 
always regarded as more or less immi- 
nent, after any powers became engaged 
in war, the situation was deeply con- 
sidered. 

Opinions vary as to the probable du- 
ration of the conflict. One prominent 
officer of the navy inclined to the belief 
that fighting would continue for a short 
time, until the powers of Europe should 
decide that hostilities had proceeded 
far enough, when they. would step in 
and put it to an end. 

If any advices were received in this 
city today by the representatives of 
Turkey or Greece, they could not be ob- 
tained tonight. Secretary Sherman had 
one dispatch from Minister Terrell at 
Constantinople. It was in the State 
Department cipher, however, and had 
not been translated. During the day 
the Secretary had a call from the Turk- 
ish Minister, who remained with him a 
short time. The Secretary refused to 


say what transpired between them. It 


is customary. when a state of war has 
been declared or hostilities exist for the 
Minister of the government interested 
to notify the government to which he 
is accredited of such a condition of af- 
fairs, and presumably that is what 
took the Minister to the Secretary’s 
house. 

Secretary Sherman reiterated tonight 
the statements he made to the Associ- 
ated Press representative last night 
that, while the government regretted 
the existence of war, Turkey and 
Greece were so far from us that it was 
a matter which concerned the United 
States but little. The strictest neutral- 


ity, he declared, must be preserved. The | 


Secretary had no fear but that the cit- 
izens of the United States would be am- 
ply protected. Very few of them are 
in the cities of Constantinople and 
Athens. | 

Mustapha Bey, the Turkish Minister, 


said tonight that he had received no’ 


further dispatches from his govern- 
ment. He is expecting word, however, 
at any time, as he probably will be 
kept fully informed of what is taking 


place. 

The Minister tonight expressed him- 
self as regretting that things should 
have come to the present pass. Turkey, 
he declared, is for peace—peace on 
honorable terms—and does not seek 
war with any nation. The action of 
the Greeks, he said, had made the step 
taken by his government a perfectly 
proper one. Greece had acted on the 
aggressive, and by the actions of her 
soldiers had precipitated the conflict 
that now seems imminent. Her soldiers 
have invaded Crete, which is Turkish 
territory, and had crossed the fron- 
tiers on the main land. He expressed 
himself as having no doubt of the out- 
come, and that Turkey would be 
triumphant in the war if it should be 
formally declared. 

Baron von Thielman, the German 
Ambassador, declares that the . en- 
trusting of Turkish subjects of Athens 
to the protection of the German Minis- 
ter has no significance whatever. It 
does not mean that there is any al- 
liance between the German and Turk- 
ish governments in the present status, 
as has been intimated in some quar- 
ters, but is simply a friendly act that 
is customary in times when diplomatic 
negotiations between nations are sus- 
pended. He pointed out that during the 
time that diplomatic negotiations were 
suspended between Great Britain and 
Venezuela as a result of the boundary 
trouble, the citizens of Great Britain 
were entrusted to the protection of the 
German Minister. Again, during the 
war of 1877 and 1878 between Russia 
and Turkey, the Russian subjects were 
entrusted to the protection of the 
German Minister, and, the Ambassa- 
dor added, there were no alliances be- 
tween the countries. 

Up to this time there has been, so 
ar as could be learned, no consulta- 

on with regard to reinforcing the 
fleet of the United States in Mediter- 
ranean waters, Should the presence of | 


ships-of-war of foreign nations be re- 
quired in Turkish or Grecian waters, 
to protect their. citizens as a result of 
the impending conflict, the United 
States could assemble a formidable 
fleet if necessary. In the Mediterran- 
ean squadron at this time the Navy 
Department has four ships, the eruiser 
San Francisco, the flagship on the 
station; the triple-screw cruiser Min- 
neapolis, and the cruiser Cincinnati, 
and the small gunboat Bancroft. The 
Detroit is on her way to the Mediter- 
ranean from the China station, and 
now probably is somewhere near the 
Red Sea. 

An addition to the fleet will soon be 


made by the presence of the Raleigh, 


which is getting ready to join’ the 
European station. Other vessels that 
might be used for service in Europe 
if necessary are the Montgomery, 
Marblehead, Maine and Texas, all of 
which are now on the Atlantic coast. 
The opinion exists, however, that the 
presence of any number of war_vessels 
will not be necessary. : 


SHOT A BURGLAR. © 


AN UNKNOWN MAN ‘SERIOUSLY 
WOUNDED BY GEORGE ALLEN. 


Allen Is Locked up—The Unknown 


Had Already Burglarized An- 


other Room—Thonught to Have 
Had an Accomplice. 


Shortly before midnight last night a 
man whose identity has not yet been 


ascertained was probably fatally shot. 
‘by George Allen while attempting an 


entrance into the latter’s room. 
Allen, who is better Known as 
“Shorty” is employed in Dobson’s 
pool and poker-rooms on First street, 
between Main and Los Angeles. He 
sleeps in the rear of No. 119 East First 
street, on the porch. This porch has 
been turned intO a bedroom, and has 
been inclosed with a wire screen. At 
11:45 o’clock last night, Allen was 
awakened by a noise as of some one 
tearing away a part of the screen, and 
a moment later he saw a man forcing 
his way, head first, through an opening 
he had made. Allen is in the habit of 
sleeping with a small 22-caliber re- 
volver beneath his pillow, and he 
promptly had recourse io this. The 
man was only about five feet distant 
from him when he shot, and the bullet 
entered his right temple. The burglar, 


when struck, fell to the cement pave-— 


ment below, a distance of seven feet. 

Allen did not wait to examine the in- 
juries sustained by the burglar, but 
hastily attiring himself in a»pair of 
trousers and shoes, rushed to the street 
and informed Patrolman Sheets and 
Deputy Constable T. J. Quinn of the 
circumstance. The man was removed 
to the Receiving Hospital, where Dr. 
Hagan probed for the ball, but could 
not find it. It was stated late last night 
that the chances of the man’s recovery 
ere poor, as, beside the bullet wound, 
he had sustained a concussion of the 
brain in the fall. No papers were found 
upon his person which would tend to 
identify the man, but he is said to be 
known as “Dave.” 

The burglar is a poorly-dressed man, 
about 24 years of age. A package of 
playing cards was found outside the 
window which had been stolen from a 
neighboring” room, and a man, doubt- 
less an accomplice, was seen to run 
from the scene of the shooting. While 
the name of this man was not divulged 
last night,. the police claim to know 
him, and he will be apprehended today. 
Allen was locked up in the city prison.

1886, when the present system of 
strength tests was adopted in the Har- 


vard gym., the standing of the strongest | 


ten men of each year. has been pub- 
lished, with their records. During the 
last two or three years this number has 
been increased to fifty. This plan has 
been a satisfactory one in many re- 
spects, but has proved inadequate to the 
requirements made in'the system, inas- 
much as it affects only fifty out of five 
hundred or more men. A _ system of 
grading is now being introduced into 
the Los Angeles Athletic Club by Prof. 
Theo Bessing, the physical director, by 
which any man can tell the exact 
amount of his total strength, compared 
with any other man in the club. The 
points required to make up the total 
strength of a man have been divided 
into groups, and the different members 
of each group will be classified ac- 
cording to their rank in that group. At 
the time of his examination each man 
receives a card, on which is recorded 
the number of points he has secured in 
each individual test, the total number 


} of points, the group in which this total 


places him, and the rank to which he 
is entitled in this group. Hereafter all 
athletes at the Athletic Club will be di- 
vided into seven groups, according to 
the number of points in their strength 
test, and designated by letters, as fol- 
lows: A, 800 to 1000; B, 700 to 800; C, 


600 to 700; D, 500 to 600; B, 400 to 500; 


F,, 300 to 400: G, 200 to 300. The instru- 
ent bv which these tests are made is 
nown as Dr. Kellog’s mercurial dy- 

namometer. The machine is specially 

adapted to testing the strength of indi- 
vidual groups of muscles in the human 
body. The instrument furnishes the 
basis for a scientific study of musctflar 
dynamics, and in this way furnishes ac- 
curate data upon which to base a pre- 

scrivtion for exercise.

The truth is that, under the. pilotage 
of Marty Bergen, this colt Ruinart is 
a racehorse from one mile to four. For 
a race above a mile, the quiet-faced 
little Irishman can ride for any money 
all the time. 

You ask what I consider the best 
in California. 
The best mare was undoubtedly Molly 
McCarty. Of the male sex I must place 
Ruinart as the best four-year-old, the 
Emperor of Norfolk the best at @, 
and in the two-year-old division I am 
in doubt,-as between El Rio Rey and 
Crescendo. Had the latter horse be- 
longed to anybody but a man who has 
no higher love for a horse than as a 


four-legged machine for making money, 


the doubt would probably have been 
solved in his favor. 

Old Blitzer, known as “the iron 
horse,”’ is now broken down beyond all 
recovery, and will be sent to the stud 
in Missouri. He is by Blazes (son of 
Leamington) out of Germania, and is 
now eight years old.

CYCLING NOTES, 


Facts and Fancies of Interest to 
Riders of the Wheel. 


Bicycle reform is gradually spread- 
ing. This is especially true of the agi- 
tation having in view the passage of 
bills compelling the railroads to carry 
bicycles as baggage. Such bills are 
now in force in the Empire State, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Arizona, 
California and Ohio; and the prospect is 
bright for the passage of similar acts 
in New Jersey, Michigan and several 
other States. The bill recently passed 
by the legislators of New Jersey now 
only needs the signature of the Gov- 
ernor to make it a law. 

When your bicycle makes a noise it 
is a sure sign that something is wrong. 
The perfect-running machine is noise- 
less. Loose tools will rattle, and should 
be so wrapped that they will not be 
heard from; a jingling sound usually 
means that spokes have broken loose 
from their fastenings at crossing 
points; a distinct click indicates spokes 
loosened at the rim; what might be 
termed a jogging noise is usually 
caused by a loose crank; loud snapping 
almost invariably comes from a dry 
chain, and a loose sprocket will thump. 
No matter what the noise is, or from 
what part of the machine it ¢manates, 
it indicates trouble that should be 
promptly attended to. 

The indications are that the bicycle 
tournament of the Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Association, scheduled to take 
place at Manhattan Beach, L. I., on 
June 5, will be even a greater success 
than the meet of last year.

Celebration Executive Committee again 
met on Friday night’ and continued 
the formulation of plans for a grand 
celebration. Divine service will be held 
in one or more of the churches on 
Sunday, June 20, which will be at- 
tended by the local clubs and resident 
British-born citizens. 

On Tuesday, June a grand field 
day of athletic sports of all kinds will 
be held, for which good prizes will be 
offered. After the picnic and sports 
are over, there will be a banquet, at 
which prominent citizens of the United 
States will be present to help their 
British cousins express their good-will 
toward Queen Victoria. 

On Thursday evening, June 24, a ball 
well be given in Los Angeles, on which 
occasion the prizes will be distributed 
to the successful competitors in the 
sports and games. 

The first official event of the celebra- 
tion will take place on Monday even- 
ing, May 24, Queen Victoria’s birth- 
day, at the Los Angeles Theater.

Some strong arguments why cyclists 
should not be taxed have been ad- 
vanced from time to time as the subject 
has been agitated. Speaking on the 
matter recently a prominent Chicago 
wheelman gave these reasons why 
cyclists should not be subjected to a 
special tax because they happen to own 
wheels: First, the cyclist does not wear 
out the roads or leave offensive tracks 
as does the horse traffic, create blocks, 
or impede traffic in any manner what- 
ever; second, a cycle, though frequently 
a luxury, is often a necessity to the 
workman and the business man as well; 
third, the cyclist, although the careless 
person often casts his body before his 
whéel, always suffers with his victimin 
person, machine and sometimes purse; 
fourth, cycling is pursued by rich and 
poor alike, and a uniform tax on ma- 
chines would press harshly on the poor 
rider; fifth, a tax upon an instrument 


‘of locomotion, not used solely for local 


purposes, would be costly to enforce, 
and unless fixed at an oppressively-high 
rate, the expense of arranging its in- 
cidence and collection would seriously 
diminish the receipts; sixth, the impo- 
sition of a tax on a pastime and the en- 
forcement of the law by prosecutions 
and penalties are unpopular in a sport- 
loving country; seventh, many persons 
keep a cycle for occasional use, and to 
tax these equally with the constant 
riders would not be equitable; eighth, 
a tax would invariably impose a check 
upon the pursuit of a healthy and ben- 
eficial pastime. 

As the French have reduced pace- 
making to an art, so have they allowed 
it to become a crying abuse. Two or 
three years ago, when long distance 
riding was extremely popular, the pace- 
makers had things pretty well their 
own way, and became masters of the 
situation. While they are good serv- 
ants, however, the pacemakers are bad 
masters, and, finding that they were 
indispensable, they put the screw on 
every one who required théir services. 
They scoffed at the idea of taking rea- 
sonable fees, and their extortions be- 
came so great that some of the makers 
would have nothing to do with them, 
while the track managers found that 
their demands were insupportable, so 
that as a naturai result long and me- 
dium-distance racing was gradually 
dropped, and matches and sprint races 
took their place. Since then the pace- 
makers have been in a very bad way, 
indeed, and of late they have been ex- 
horting the managers of the tracks to 
organize long-distance racing, so as to 
give them a chance to make a living. 

The women of Russia find it a hard 
life. The Czar, with all his subjects, 
will not permit the female portion to 
indulge in athletic sports, or ride a 
wheel, greatly to the chagrin of the 
women. The police are instructed, says 
the Washingotn Post, as to the en- 
forcement of the act, but it is under- 
stood that of late, acting under orders, 
they have somewhat modified their at- 
titude, and several instances are on 
record where a permit was issued for 
women to ride a wheel. Prior to that 
time a person caught bringing a drop- 
frame wheel in the domain of the Czar 
was arrested and placed in a whole 
peck of trouble. The first instance of 
the waiving of the old regulations was 
in the case of a young baroness who 
had just returned from a protracted 
visit to Paris, where females of all 
kinds and sizes ride a wheel. . After 
talking for four hours with the Chief 
of Police, she secured permission to 
ride the wheel, and the fair rider was 
given an immense parchment, bearing 
the names of a nuniber of officials, pro- 
tecting her ‘from arrest, while ‘the 
customhouse officials were notified to

GREECE AND TURKEY AT WAR. 
With the breaking off of diplomatic 
relations between Turkey and Greece, 


as announcd in a note from the Turk- 


ish Minister at Athens to the Greek 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, a series of 
hard-fought engagements followed, 
with success apparently resting largely 
on Hellenic arms. The actual declara- 
tion of war has apparently been de- 
layed by the Porte until today, but 
the recaJl of the Turksh representa- 
tives to Grecian centers and the re- 
turn of their passports to the Greek 
Minister and consuls in Turkey has 
been accepted by the Grecian Parlia- 
ment and nation as tantamount to a 
declaration of war, and the old Hel- 
lenic spirit has blazed up afresh in a 
general outburst of patriotism. 

The news from the front will be read 
largely, as a London correspondent 
intimates, according as sympathy leans 
toward Turk or*Greek. There is ap- 
parently little question that the forces 
which rally under the crescent are bet- 
ter equipped and prepared for real war 
than those which have rushed to the 
battle under the white cross. It may 
be that history will not be repeated, 
and that the deeds which glorified 
Marathon and Thermopylae may not 
be equalled at Milouna and Larissa, 
but the general tenor of the tele- 
graphic dispatches in today’s issue of 


. The Times do not indicate any falling 


off in the warlike spirit of the Greeks. 
In a dispatch to the London Chron- 
icle the correspondent of that paper 
says the Greeks have captured and 
held all positions except Ana and Mi- 
louna along the Thessalian line. Still 
another dispatch says that Menexa, the 
key to Milouna Pass, was taken by the 
Greeks, and all accounts seem to show 
the battle of the pass was of the most 
desperate character. 
On historic Ambracia Gulf Greek 
vessels have avenged the firing on a 
steamer flying their flag by silencing 
the important Skafidaki battery of the 
Turks, and the destruction =by the 
Turks of a garrison at Actium, where 
Octavius Caesar defeated Antony, pro- 
voked the bombardment of Prevesa, 
on the north side of the entrance to 
the Guif of Arta; whose forts were 
built partly of the ruins of Nicopolis, 
and that place has virtually fallen be- 
fore the fire of the Greeks. The death 
of Hafiz Pasha, the noted Turkish 
general, at Milouna, and other inci- 
dents of the day’s fighting, which cov- 
ered a wide range, will also give en- 
couragement to the Greeks, who are 


» apparently getting but: little-s#epathy 


or support from’ the powers, much 
though these may dislike the Turk. The 
objective point of the Moslems at pres- 
ent appears to be Larissa, headquar- 
ters of the Grecian army, while the 
Greeks, unless checked, will undoubt- 
edly endeavor to press forward upon 
Salonica. 


Some time ago an Associated 
Press dispatch, telegraphed to Tup

Alaskan 
waters, near San Simeon; next the 
useful little Arago, at the mouth of 
‘Coos Bay; next the Willapa, at Bella 
Coola, B. C.; and lastly, the little 
Yaquina, alongside the dock at Hue- 
meme. The wreck of the Arago was 


the only one of the five that was ac- 


companied by any loss of life. Of 


_ these the only one where down-right 


carelessness could be charged was the 
Colombia, who was on her way from 
Panama to San Francisco and should 
have been ten miles off shore at the 


time when she struck. 


JEFFERSON AS THE ORIGINAL DEMONE- 
TIZER OF SILVER. 

. On April 13, the birthday anniver- 
Sary of Thomas Jefferson was cele- 
brated in Washington, D. C., with 
great eclat, by the National Conven- 
tion of Democratic Clubs. Jones of 
Arkansas, W. J. Bryan and other wor- 
shipers at*the shrine of free-silver’ 
coinage, made speeches on the occa- 
sion, apotheosizing the great patron 
saint of Democracy in glowing terms, 
and inferentially claiming him as one 
of the pioneers of the free-silverite 
faith. It is not quite clear why these 
modern statesmen of the Populist 
school (who falsely lay claim to the 
honorable hame of Democracy,) should 
wax so very enthusiastic over the 
birthday anniversary of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who, if he were alive today 
would certainly: not affiliate with 
them, but would be found in the 
ranks of the true Democracy, stand- 
ing firm as a rock for®sound money 
and national honor. oe 

The public record of Thomas Jeffer- 
son is a part of our national history, 
and it furnishes no warrant for class- 


‘ing him as a repudiationist or an ad- 


vocate of depreciated and _ unstable 
currency. On the subject of the rela- 
tive values of gold and silver, Mr. 
Jefferson wrote, in 1783: .. 
“The proportion between the value 
of gold and silver is a mercantile 
problem altogether. . . Just 
principles will lead us to disregard 
legal proportions altogether, to  in- 
quire into: the market price of gold 
in the several countries with which 
we shall principally be connected in 
commerce and to take an average. 
from them.” 

Very different is this from Mr. 
Bryan’s oft-parroted declaration that 
the United States should at once en- 
ter upon “the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver ata ratio of 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the advice or 
consent of any other nation.” 

We have heard a great deal about 
the “demonetization of silver,” but the 
silverite and Populist statemen, who 


‘do most of the talking on this sub- 


ject, have very little to say about 
the action of President Thomas Jef- 
ferson in 1806, which ‘virtually pad 
the effect of “demonetizing’ silver 
for a period of over thirty years. 
The following order from James 
Madison, then Secretary of State, fur- 
nishes its own explanation: 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
May 1, 1806. 
Sir: In consequence of a vepresen- 
tation from the directors of the Bank 
of the United States that considerable 
purchases have been made of dollars 
coined at the mint for the purpose of 
| exporting them, and as it is probable 
further purchases exportations 
will Be made, the President (Thomas 
Jefferson) directs that all silver to be 


denominations, so*that the value of the 
largest piece shall not exceed half a 
dollar. JAMES MADISON.

The act of 1873, to which the ad- 
vocates of debased coinage are ford 
of alluding as “the crime of 1873,” 
merely discontinued the coinage of 
the standard~ dollar, substituting 


therefor the trade dollar. containing 


7% more grains of silver than. the 
standard dollar. The coinage of the 
latter was resumed in 1878. The 


order of President Jefferson, above 
quoted, virtually stopped the coin- 
age of standard dollars from. the 
time it was issued until 1839, the 
only dollars coined during the in- 
terval being in the year 1836, when 
1000 standard dollars were struck off. 

From the foregoing it appears that 
Thomas Jefferson was the original 
demonetizer of silver, and the aufaor 
of the “crime of 1806.” Instead of 
canonizing him as a saint, the sil- 
verite statesmen of the modern school, 
if they were consistent, would exe- 
crate him as an arch-enemy of man-

The gallery railing was wreathed with 
English ivy and garlands of white roses 
while beneath the gallery were sus- 
pended baskets of ferns.

The subject of Dr. Chichester’s ser- 
mon was “Easter Incredulity and How 
to Deal with It.’’ The text was John 
xx, 29: “Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, 
because thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed; blessed are they that: have 
not seen and yet have believed.” 

The skepticism of Thomas was not 
of the captious sort, but was rather 
the honest endeavor of an earnest soul 
to sift out the truth. He doubted, not 
because he chose to doubt, but because 
he could not help it. It was clearly 
shown that such honest incredulity is 
inevitable in those who think. Then 
that it is intellectually wholesome and, 
urther that it frequently exists with 
many noble traits of character. Such 
incredulity should be treated with 
great tenderness and forbearance. It 
should be our aim to deal with trou- 
bled consciences as the Master dealt 
with Thomas. Then we should frankly 
invite honest investigation. There is 
an impression that Chistianity is fear- 
ful and timid, and that it can’t atford 
to have the hand of science touch the 
Lord’s pierced body, lest the story of 
His resurrection be proved a myth. 
But through all these ages that body 
has been handled over and over again— 
sometimes roughly by questioning phil- 
osophy and sometimes reverently by 


‘adoring. faith—and it has never once 


shrunk “from the touch nor vanished 
into unreality.

HE morning service at the First 

Congregational Church was al-

The Kingdom of God, 


EV. A. A. RICE, pastor of the

THOMSON of Unity 
Church preached on “The Bodies of 
the Spirits of the Departed,” tak- 

ing as his text, “There is a_ spiritual 

body,” I Corinthians, xv, 44. He said: 

“Our unconscious life creates our bodies 

out of food, air, electricity, and many 

It is the _ invisible 
weaver of the fleshly garment of the hu- 
man spirit. Our bodies are made for 
our earthly existence. They are the 
media through which the soul can ex- 
press itself in this world.. When a man 
dies, his spirit leaves his body forever,

but in the next life the spirit will need 
a: form, suitable to its needs and sur- 
roundings. Paul calls this body the 
‘spiritual body.’ This ghost-body is in 
our present bodies; and it rises with the 
spirit out of the earthly frame at death. 
This is the scriptural resurrection of 
the body. The common doctrine of the 
resurrection is clumsy, coarse, unrea- 
sonable, unspiritual, and Egyptian. 
Christ appeared in different forms to 
His disciples after death. In the world 
to come, we shall make our bodies, and 
change them, at will. Christ has now 
a glorious body, because He allowed no 
guilt.to stain it in His earthly life; but 
Selfish, sinful, impure, lying, cruel, peo- 
ple, will have ugly, dirty and deformed, 
ghost-bodies, and it may take ages to 
wash these bodies before they can be 
fit to be seen in decent. angelic com- 
pany.’ The sufferings of purgatory will 
be just, but they must be severe in or- 
‘der to prepare some vile souls that 
leave this earth, to mingle with the 
blessed. The ghost-body is capable of 
infinite expansions, shapes, motions, at- 
titudes, colors; and it will take on and 
throw off the elements of the new 
world according to the demands of 
passing fashions, and in obedience to 
the commands of our expanding lives.”’

Christ's Gift of Life. 
HE RT. REV. BISHOP JOHNSON 
preached at St. Paul’s yesterday 
5 morning from the text, St. John 
xi, 25-26: "Jesus said unto her, I 
am the resurrection and the life; he 
that believeth on Me though he were 
dead, yet shall he live.” Speaking of 
the miracle of the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead, he said: “Let us then 
take this event in the story of Lazarus 
as-an incident indeed intended to dis- 
close to men something of Christ’s 
glory and to enable them to believe 
in him more helpfully than ever be- 
fore. The story suggests two thoughts: 
First, that this which we call life is 
but a temporary condition, under which 
man for a time exists; second, that 
permanent life is the gift of Christ to 
the universe. Unquestionably our Lord 
showed us in this miracle that what we 
called death merely touches the envi- 
ronment of that which is after all 
man’s real life. It dissolves the physical 
Shell in which life is inclosed, but in 
no sense does it hamper or cut life 
short. Christ constantly insisted that 
what was popularly called life was only 
a condition under which man tempora- 
rily existed. That death is merely the 
liberation of the soul into a larger life 
untrammeled by the old bands of the 
flesh. This life is the gift of the in- 
carnate God. Christ is revealed in the 
scriptures as the permeating life of all 
things. It is difficult te think’ of life 
diffused throughout the changing 
forms of matter as His. What a vast 
thought this is that all life is one, that 
no form of matter is independent, but 
is related to all other forms @f matter 
by virtue of a common life which is the 
creative life of the word the Logos— 
the Christ. This opens up a_ wide 
thought and this which we find written 
upon the pages of holy scripture is the 
hypothsis of our latest science, and I 
turn your mind to it to show you that 
at this time the human race is one 
whether we question the solidarity of 
the universe or not, and that which 
binds mankind together in it is this 
dwelling life which derives its effi- 
ciency for good and its permanency 
from the fact that it is Christ’s life. 
That Christ taught and His disciples 


taught, that in weakness Christ was |. 


food. In doubt he was light. In death 
He was life. That all that was in en- 
during, persistent and uplifting in life 
was this life of God. The word that 
pervaded every man that cometh into 
the world.” 


| The Resurrection of Christ, 


HE First Christian Church was 

very prettily and tastefully deco- 

rated for the Easter services and 
several selections of special music were 
well rendered. In harmony with the 
thought of the day, the pastor, Rev. A. 
C. Smither, preached upon “The Resur- 
rection of Christ.” He said: ‘‘This is the 
colossal fact in the Christian system, 
and is the point of attack upon the 
system of Christianity. That Christ 


lived and died is conceded by all. That |’ 


He rose again is the great point of dis- 
cussion. There are three theories that 
account for the disappearance of His 
body. It is claimed that His friends 
stole away His body. This was impos- 
sible, because of the seal affixed to His 
tomb and the guard set over it. Fur- 
thermore, His disciples did not expect 
Him to rise from the dead, and would 
not have given their lives in attesta- 
tion of a falsehood. That His enemies 
stole His body may be refuted in that 
they could have had no sufficient mo- 
tive for so doing and would have pro- 
duced it upon the claims of his friends 
that He had risen from the dead. The 
only theory’ that fulfils all the condi- 
tions is the one that teaches that He 
rose from the dead. 

“This doctrine isin harmony with the 
predictions of the Old Testament that 
the Messiah should arise from the dead. 
Jesus had often foretold His suffering, 
death and _ resurrection. The great 
facts of the death, burial and resurrec- 
tion of Christ are repeated in the life 
of every Christian: His death in the 
convert’s death to, and separation from, 
sin; his burial in the convert’s baptism; 
his resurrection in the convert’s rising 
from the watery grave to walk in new- 
ness life. There will also. be a repe- 
‘tition of these in the death, burial and 
resurrection of the Christian in his fu- 
ture experience.”’ 

In the evening a praise service was 
rendered.

Therefore, it is 
that a person does: not remember his 
past when born the next time, but 
he can remember by proper methods. 
The idea of reincarnation is most 
scientific. There isnot a single case 
of appearance in nature which is not 
reappearance. Reincarnation properly 
understood will explain heredity and 
make one most responsible. It makes 
a man self-reliant, a man in the true 
sense of the word, for along with 
the kindred doctrine of the law of 
causation is that this his salvation is 
in his own hand.”

BARON COURCIL OF FRANCE MAY 
BE THE MAN. 


Treaty of Arbitration Between 
Great Britain and Venezuclia 


Provided for an Appointment 
by Their Four Representatives, 
A Notable Court. 7 


[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—The name 
of Baron Courcil, the eminent French 
jurist and diplomat, at present French 


Ambassador to Great Britain, proba- 
bly will be sggested as the fifth or 
final arbitrator in the court of arbitra- 
tion between Great Britain and Vene.- 
zuela. The treaty of arbitration re- 
cently ratified by these two govern- 
ments, provided that the fifth arbi- 
trator shall be chosen by the four 
designated to represent the two coun- 
tries, and in the event of their ina- 
bility to agree upon a fifth, then King 
Oscar of Norway and Sweden is to 
name the final arbitrator. 

There appears to be little doubt, 
however, ‘that the four arbitrators will 
reach an agreement, and with this 
end in view, semi-official inquiriés have 
been made as to the availability of 
Baron Courcil. His choice would add 
another notable name to a court which 
promises to be noted for the personnel 
of its members, who thus far are Chief 
Justice Fuller and Justice Brewer, in 
behalf of Venezuela, and Baron Hers- 
chel and Sir Richard Penn Collins, in 
behalf of Great Britain. The court will 
meet in Paris in the summer of 1898, 
the preceding time being required for 
the exchange of pleadings. 

In the meantime and within three 
months of the exchange of ratifica- 
tions, the final arbitrator must be 
chosen. <As the treaty is ratified by 
both governments, the formal exchange 
of ratifications will follow at any early 
day, either in Washington or London, 
and negotiations toward naming the 
fifth arbitrator wil immediately follow, 
in order that an agreement may be 
reached within the three months pre- 
scribed. | 

Up to the time of his sudden death, 
a few days ago, James J.- Storrow, 
chief consul for Venezuela, had made 
careful inquiry as to the availability 
of Baron Courcil as the fifth arbitra- 
tor. The abilities of the French diplo- 
mat were regarded as eminently fitting 
him for the place. 
ever, that as France had a boundary 
dispute with Brazil involving the same 
points as the Venezuela-British case, 
Baron Courcil might have fixed con- 
victions concerning the issue involved, 
Storrow conferred with the French Em- 
bassy at Washington, and the general 
conclusion reached was that Baron 
Courcil could have no prejudice by 
reason of the Franco-Brazilian boun- 
dary contest, which also has been sub- 
mitted to arbitration by a treaty just 
signed. The inquiries left little doubt 
that the French diplomat would be 
suggested as the fifth arbitrator. 

Baron Courcil is one of the foremost 
jurists of Europe, and as such was 
chosen as president of the Court of 
Arbitration between the United. States 
and Great Britain on the Bering Sea 
question. He came from one of the 
old royalist families of the empire, but 
is a sturdy republican, and has taken

herself of his services as Ambassador 
to Great Britain... He speaks English 
fluently, which would materially aid 
in a court made up entirely of Eng- 
lish-speaking arbitrators. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


Commercial Relations with Other 
Countries is~Very Satisfactory. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 18. — The 
Bureau of Statistics of the State De- 
partment has reteived from the printer 
the annual “Review of the World’s 
Commerce,” a volume introductory to 
the. commercial relations of the United 

States with foreign countries. 

‘The little volume is full of. figures, 
giving in compact form a great deal 
of information that must be of value 
to persons interested in the export 
trade, as it is easy to ascertain from 
its pages the state of our trade rela- 
tions with any country in the world. 
An interesting feature of the publica- 
tion is an introduction by Frederick 
Emory, chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics of the State Department, sum- 
marizing certain of the more important 
sections of the volume. 

Emory says the figures he gives es- 


foreign trade of the United States last 
year showed a steady increase in the 
export of manufactured goods, the 
percentage of such exports rising from 
24.93 per cent., in 1895, to 25.71. last 
year. Meanwhile the 
agricultural exports declined slightly, 
from 67.58 to 67.38. Mr. Emory finds 
additional confirmation of the rela- 
tively rapid advance of the foreign 
trade of the United States in some fig- 
ures presented to the British Parlia- 
ment by the British Board of ‘Trade, 
showing that while Great Britain still 
retains her’ lead over countries in ex- 
ports of manufactures, the United 
States is advancing at a more rapid 
pace than the mother country, and

BRITISH MARKETS. 


Money Rates Hardened—AmericaB 
Securities Are Less Firm.

A feeling of general anx- 
iety exists throughout financial circles 
here. The outlook for mining shares ‘is 
also gloomy, though investment stocks

The cen- 
tral funding scheme was so effectually 
discounted that it has caused a fall in- 
stead of a rise. Americans are gener- 
ally weak, though without special rea- 
son. Except in the case of first-class 
securities like Illinois Central, Pennsyl- 
vania and Lake Shore, the declines of 
the week range from % to 3%.

Progress of the Campaign on Little 
Mount Olympus, .

Lying up among the 
foothills just above Redlands, Yucaipa 
is the resort of hundreds of tourists. 
Last year the fruit crop was a total 
failure, and instead of the usual three 
hundred tons of apples there was 
scarcely enough for a solitary pie, but 
this year the wave of prosperity seems 
to have hit it right and the apple, 
cherry and.other deciduous orchards 
are a mass of bloom, giving promise of 
a bountiful harvest, and their cherries 
and apples are the best in the world. 
The largest orchards in the valley are 
owned by Wilshire Bros., James Birch, 
T. J.. Wilson, E. K. Parrish, A. W. 
Bensofi and the Mt. Carmel Fruit Com- 
pany, while the largest apiarists,are T. 
J. Wilson, M..H. Thomas and W. T.

Peculiar Agreement Produced in the 
Hart-Church Case, 
RIVERSIDE, April 18.

Roswell Hart in 
the case of Hart,vs. Church was read, 
In this interesting document Hart testi- 
fies under oath to being.a practiced and 
somewhat artistic liar. The following 
are a couple of specimen statements: 
“Mr. North, I may have told you any- 
thing in your office. I came from Mrs. 


Church directly to you ‘with one set of 


things to say. Mrs. Church and I had 
our understanding; Mrs. Church and 
,you had your understanding; I had my 
understanding with Mrs. Hart, and the 
Lord only knows what Mrs. Hart and 
Mrs. Church may have had together. 
I may have told you black was white 
in your office about Mrs. Church. I 
ruined myself telling things for Mrs. 
Church and in Mrs. Church’s favor that 
were not so. If you can prove that I 
swore to any lies about that, why, take 
it out of me; it was done for Mrs. 
Church.”’ 

‘“‘Have lied for the past three of four 
years about this business. I would say 
almost anything,.”’ 

Another interesting statement was 
that he had written Mrs. Church that 
his wife, Eleanor Hart, had stolen the 
deed to the ranch on which the dis- 
puted $5000 mortgage was given, from 
the office of Coltier & Evans. The 
reading of the Hart deposition was not 
completed until Saturday afternoon. 
The most sensational feature of the day 
was the introduction of the photograph 
of an agreement between Hart and Mrs. 
Church. The document is as follows: 

a “LOS ANGELES, Dec. 1894. 

“This agreement witnesseth: Roswell 
Hart agrees to use all necessary means 
to compell his wife, Eleanor Hart, to 
sign a mortgage for $5000 in favor of 
Katherine Church on his ranch at Riv- 
erside that shall take precedence of the 
homestead now existing thereon. And 
in consideration of his procuring such 
a mortgage the said Katherine A. 
Church hereby agrees to share the pro- 
ceeds of said mortgage equally with 


him. ROSWELL HART. 
“KATHERINE A. CHURCH.”
